form erected near the site of the 
G rant home. Sound amplifiers will 
make the president’s voice audible 
to all in the village and to crowds 
that are 
expected 
to assemble in 
Lynch 
P ark 
in 
Cincinnatti, 
three 
miles away. The president was ex­ 
pected to stress in his address the 
bpirii and qualities of the former 
president. 
Though 
thousands are expected 
to participate in the celebration oi 
General G rant’s birth, but few are 
they who will be able to say they 
knew him personally. Only one such 
person now' lives in this vicinity, 
x ie is William Forrester, civil war 
veteran.

LIPE ON FARM DROVE HENRY FORD TO MAKING FLIVVERS—! | 


(Hr (St Associated Press) 
(NBW YORK, April 26.—Life on 
a farm drove Henry Ford into mak­ 
ing automobiles. 
Mr. Fogd says so himself in an 
article .which he calls “My life tnd 
W ork’’ written by himself in Mc­ 
Clure’s Magazine for May, with the 
collaboration of Samuel Crowther, 
author and editor. 
And Mr. Ford still feels the same 
way about farming. Not that he has 
anything against farmers, he points 
(out, but there is “too much hard 
hand labor on farm s.” Because he 
was born on a farm and knew with­ 
out 
question 
just 
what 
farming 
means, Mr. ,'Ford invented an auto­ 
mobile with which he hoped, first, 
to lighten the farm er's task and, 
second, to aid people without a lot 
of money in their search for en­ 
joyment and business relief. 
That, in a nutshell, is what Mr. 
Ford’s article gives as the reason 
for the Ford car. Incidentally it is 
the reasoiP for his interest in farm 
tractors and for a 
lot 
of 
other 
things which have happened in De­ 
troit recently. 
Auto Almost a Watch. 
The automobile, however, barely 
escaped being a watch. Mr. Ford 
had a desire" to do fine .mechanical 
work and his ideas ^ naturally turn­ 
ed to watches, he says. At one per­ 
iod of those eAriy days he had 300 
watches and ’knew what made the 
wheels go around in every one of 
them. It was then he thought of 
the possibility of making a watch 
for 30 cents. In fact, he says, he 
almost started in the business but 
refrained when he figured out that 
watches were not a necessity and so 
would not be sold. 
^ 
“Just how I reached that sur­ 
prising 
conclusion 
is 
difficult to 
stale, now,’* he observes. 
But a combination of the farm 
and the watch, and the sight when 
he was only 12 of a road engine 
was too much for anything plebian 
in Mr. Ford’s future. He started 
to consider the possibility of ma­ 
chines and after glancing at that 


engine, 
studying 
it, 
watching 
changes, reading and thinking, Mr. 
Ford branched out into the auto­ 
motive industry. 
Of course, says Mr. Ford, the 
horseless carriage was a common 
idea. He had it, las did several oth­ 
er inventors. But Mr. Ford figured 
that steam was the best means for 
moving his car, and he set about 
making a machine to operate by 
steam. He built one, and it ran. 
But it had defects, lots of them. 
He very carefully points out most 
of them. When he found he couldn’t 
work out his difficulties to his sat­ 
isfaction, he turned to gasoline— 
and so was born the Ford. 
Began in I MOO. 
“It was in 1890 that I began work 
on a double cylinder engine,” he 
writes, “ because it was quite im­ 
practical to consider the single cyl­ 
inder for transportation.*’ 
Shortly after that the farm was 
left behind definitely and complete­ 
ly, when Mr. Ford went to Detroit 
as an engineer and machinist for 
the 
Detroit 
Electric 
Company at 
exactly $45 a month. The job wasn't 
much in itself but its great beauty 
lay in that it kept him out in his 
work shop tor he had spare time 
and he employed It. 
Two years later Detroit got a 
thrill. Chug-chugging down its main 
streets came the gas-buggy. In the 
seat was Henry Ford. Behind it was 
a string of frightened horses and 
curious people. In front of it was 
bulwark 
of 
wandering thousands. 
Henry Ford had found a way to 
ride without horses to drag him. 
The 
machine, 
however, 
was 
a 
slight problem. To begin with it 
blocked traffic. Not that it stalled, 
but every time Mr. Ford stopped 
the crowd started and he could not 
In safety, leave the car a moment. 
Always there was some curious soul 
who would climb aboard, play with 
the brakes or th<r clutch and then 
trouble commenced. 
Finally, it came to a show down 
with the city authorities. At last, 
writes Mr. Ford, 
although 
there 


were no speed laws, no traffic ordi­ 
nances, he had to get a perm it from 
the mayor to operate the machine. 
Only Licensed Chauffeur. 
“Thus for a tim e,” he continues, 
“I enjoyed the distinction of be­ 
ing the only licensed chauffeur in 
the country.” 
Mr. Ford ran that first machine 
1,000 miles until 1896 and then 
sold it. It took him four years to 
make the first sale of a Ford au­ 
tomobile, but he immediately did 
what he has done since;—put his 
profits into building a new and bet­ 
ter car. 
All this time, Mr. Ford was work­ 
ing as an electrician with the Elec­ 
tric Company. He bad become a 
foreman at $125 a month but his 
gas engine experiments were not 
popular at the shop. The trouble 
was they believed in electricity com­ 
pletely, and were at least mildly 
skeptical about gas. 
Left Electric Company. 
Fairly soon, therefore, Mr. Ford 
left the electric company. That was 
when a group of men willing to 
take a chance stepped in and orga­ 
nized The Detroit Automobile Com­ 
pany. Mr. Ford was chief engineer. 
He owned a small block of stock 
and it was his car they sold. There 
were disagreements over questions 
of finance and auto development, 
and Mr. Ford quit. He took his pat­ 
ents with him, opened the famous 
one-story, brick shed and proceed­ 
ed to build and sell about 2 5 cars. 
About that time— it was then 1902 
— Mr. Ford won a road race in one 
of his own cars and business began 
to pick up. 
Formation of the Ford Motor Car 
Company was the result. 
“ I determined absolutely,” writes 
Mr. Ford, “ that never would I join 
a company in which finance came 
before work or in which bankers 
or financiers had a part. I have 
yet to have it demonstrated that is 
the way to success. For the only 
foundation of real business is ser­ 
vice.”

W hat of the republic itself? It 
will not be unseem ly to say this 
Am erican 
exam ple

service to th e 
Union 
shaped the 
course of our land. 
“ A score of new republics have 
unfurled their flags and democracy 
has opened new avenues of liberty 
and m ade justice more secure. Civi­ 
lization meanwhi*— “Tigis m ade such 
advances th a t there has seem ed a 
divinity pointing the way. And yet 
th at very civilization, m ore advan­ 
cing than entrenched, was threatened 
by 
the world w ar, and in w a r’s 
a fterm ath established order has been 
assaulted and revolution has th re a t­ 
ened th ro u g h o u t the world. In our 
own land enem ies w ithin have been 
m ore th reatening than those w ithout. 
Greed and anarchy have menaced. 
But a calm survey gives every as­ 
surance. Tw enty centuries of m odern 
civilization could not 
have 
been 
builded on foundations which are 
false. A century aud a half or g rati­ 
fying Am erican achievem ent dates 
from the sacrifices of the founding 
fathers, and their firm structures 
was preserved by the p atriots whom 
G rant com m anded, and will be held 
secure by the patriotic citizenship 
of the republic today and the g rate ­ 
ful Am ericans of the morrow. 
W anted no Aggression. 
“ Though he proclaim ed the doc­ 
trine of m oral disarm am en t a t Ap- 
pomatox. he believed in a nation 
equipped for a righteous c a u se /’ Mr. 
H arding declared. “ B ut no aggression 
was in his 'breast.” 
Declaring a t the outset th a t he 
had pondered over the a ttrib u te s of 
the character of G rant, the Presi­ 
dent said the Union leader, “ looms 
m ajestic in the blend of them all— 
his fam e is se c u re /' 
“ One 
m ust revere 
his 
m ilitary 
genius, even though its developm ent 
was one of those m iracles of grim 
w ar itself,” he continued. “No one 
would have picked him in youth or 
early m anhood, or in his early ca­ 
reer as a reg u lar officer, for the 
great com m ander. Responsibility and 
necessity set ablaze the latent gen­ 
ius. Donelson was a flash of d ar­ 
ing, V icksburg his trophy of courage

genius. B u t a t A ppom attox he was 
‘G rant the m agnanim ous’ spoke for 
reunion as he had fought for. Union 
and turned from grim w arrior to the 
am bassador of peace. He could neith ­ 
e r hate nor hum iliate, and in the 
very glow of surpassing trium ph, he 
could not, be ungracious or incon­ 
siderate. 
“ In th a t suprem e m om ent of vic­ 
tory, with Union saved a t u n u tte r­ 
able cost, he seemed to have sur- 
veyed the m any disappointm ents, the 
m easureless sacrifices and the inde­ 
scribable sorrows. He felt the as­ 
surance 
o f 
t h e 
nation 
preserved, and yet the one swbep- 
u tterance from his great h eart was, 
‘let us have peace’. 
“ U nboubtedly the task of recon­ 
struction was lightened because of 
G ran t’s 
m oderation. 
I 
cannot ’'but 
feel th at there is for us a lesson 
in the concluding sentences of the 
note in which he proposed tQ re­ 
ceive the su rren d er of the Army of 
N orthern Virginia. There sentences 
were : 
“ "The arm ies, artillery and public 
property to be packed and stacked 
and turned over to the officer ap ­ 
pointed by me to receive them . This 
will not Embrace the side arm s of 
the officers,

their

horses or baggage. This done, each 
•fficer and m an will be allowed to 
retu rn to th e hom es not to^ be dis­ 
turbed by United States auth o rity 
so long as they observe their paroles 
and the laws in “force .w here they 
may reside.’ 
A Liberal Conqueror.

he 
added 
the 
verbal 
agreem ent with 
General ‘Lee 
th at 
every m an of the confederate arrpj 
who 
claimed to own

General Lee ob­ 
served th at these conditions would 
have a happy effect upon his arm y.

nant of liberty. No hurtin g heart, no 
rivalry, no triu m p h of other com­ 
m anders, no promotion of the aspir­ 
ing or deserving, could rem ove his

wrote ^Sherman, 
in 
G rant-like 
simplicity and sincerity, 
that 
he 
would serve under him as willingly

union. O u t of such consecration, out 
of such unchanging devotion came 
his signal victory. He fought for a 
preserved union and restored nation, 
and succeeding generations are rich­ 
er because of his example. One may 
gu arantee the security of this re-* 
public so long as leaders am ong 
men put the co u n try 's good above 
personal and political adxantage. 
‘‘It is not to be said of G rant th at 
he sought to preserve a political or 
social order, or even a governm ent 
which had especially favored him 
He w’as too little favored by the 
existing order. Nor can it be said 
th at he sought personal or political 
popularity. These things were ap art 
from his early life. 
“ It ^ in c o n c e iv a b le th at men are 
prejudiced i« their attitu d e tow ard 
G ran t profiting by their own ex­ 
periences— more by th eir disappoint­ 
m ents th an th eir successes. G rant s 
own experiences in life m ight have 
lied a less deliberate ch aracter to 
welcome an upheaval or disunion, 
or any reversal to the governm ent.
